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Top trainer broke 
ban on hunting 


LEADING racehorse 
trainer Sir Mark Pres¬ 
cott and television 
chef Clarissa Dickson- 
Wright have admitted 
breaching the ban on 
hunting with dogs. 

They were prosecuted by 
the International Fund for 
Animal Welfare for attend¬ 
ing two hare coursing 
events in Yorkshire, after the 
Government brought in the 
hunting ban. 

Neither Sir Mark, whose 
stables are in Moulton Road, 
Newmarket, nor Dickson- 
Wright, of Midlothian, 
Scotland, were in court at 
Scarborough when magis¬ 
trates heard they admitted 
breaching section 5 of the 
Hunting Act 2004 by attend¬ 
ing coursing events on March 
2 and 3, 2007. Both were 
given absolute discharges. 

They had previously denied 
the charge when it was 
originally brought to court in 
November, 2007. 

Sir Mark has trained in 
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Newmarket since 1970 and 
has had more than 1,200 
winners. He is a known hunt 
supporter and before the ban 
played a major role in hare 
coursing helping to organise 
events near Newmarket as 
well as involvement with 
some of the major hare 
coursing events elsewhere in 
the country. 

Robbie Marsland, IFAW 
director UK, brought the 
prosecution. 

He said: “We are extremely 
pleased with the outcome of 
this case which sends out a 
clear and strong message that 
anyone who chooses to 
ignore the Hunting Act and 
engage in activities involving 
the cruel pursuit of animals 
for sport can and will be 
prosecuted. 

“Ignorance of the Hunting 
Act will not be accepted as an 
excuse. We particularly wel¬ 
come the judge’s comments 
that anyone in future found 
to be engaging in illegal hare 
coursing will be dealt with 
‘most strenuously’. 

“IFAW was instrumental in 
campaigning for the Hunting 
Act to be introduced to 
protect wildlife and we 
remain as committed as ever 
to its enforcement. We would 
like to thank IFAW’s team of 
professional hunt monitors 
whose evidence was vital to 
the success of this case.” 

Professional hunt monitors 
employed by IFAW secretly 
filmed the events. 

Sir Mark was not available 
for comment. 
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Developers’ 
cash offer 
rejected by 
councillors 

COUNCILLORS have turned 
down a developer’s offer of 
£30,000 to change a legal 
agreement over a major 
scheme. 

The developers of Kennett 
Park, near Newmarket, are 
required to build their first 
commercial unit in the 
scheme before 25 per cent of 
the proposed houses are 
occupied. 

But Kennett Park LLP, the 
developers, have asked 
Forest Fleath District Council 
to drop the requirement 
because of the recession and 
the difficulty in finding a 
business willing to take the 
first unit. 

The company was willing 
to pay £30,000 towards 
business development 
generally in the district and 
to support the council’s 
economic development 
policies. 

District council officers 
had recommended that the 
offer was accepted. 

But members of the 
planning committee turned 
it down and are insisting that 
the developers stick to the 
agreement. 

The scheme, to redevelop 
the former Friskies Pet Care 
Site, includes 3,400 sq metres 
of light industry and offices, 
92 new homes, a care home 
and land for a village hall. 

The company has already 
agreed to pay more than 
£200,000 towards improve¬ 
ments in local schools which 
children living in the new 
homes would attend, up to 
£200,000 for a new village 
hall, £100,000 towards a new 
village hall in the 
neighbouring village of 
Moulton, £50,000 towards 
adult training, £25,000 
towards footpath and 
cycleway improvements and 
£10,000 towards improved 
public transport. 

Council officials said, in a 
report to the planning 
committee, that the £30,000 
contribution would be used 
to help attract companies to 
the district and could help 
attract businesses to the new 
development. 

But the committee wanted 
to give more time for the 
commercial development to 
be marketed. They also 
wanted to see any further 
cash ring fenced for the 
benefit of the village of 
Kentford. 

Cllr Roger Dicker, who 
represents the village, did not 
take part in the debate. 

But he said he had “no 
problem” with the 
developer’s request as long as 
the cash went directly to 
Kentford. 



Mountain man to climb for hospice 


A JOURNALIST will be swapping 
the flat landscape of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire for new heights this 
week to raise money for sick 
children. 

Matt Wilkinson, 32, from 
Fordham, will head to Africa this 
week to climb Mt Kilimanjaro. 

By taking on the 5,850m 
summit, Matt hopes to raise at 
least £1,000 for East Anglia’s 
Children’s Hospices (EACH), 
which provides care and support 
for children with life-threatening 
illnesses and their families. 

One of its hospices is in Milton, 
just outside Cambridge. 

The mountain claims the lives of 


around 20 people a year, mainly 
from altitude sickness - and only 
60 per cent of those who try to 
reach the summit succeed. 

Although he is no stranger to 
endurance tests, having taken 
part in 24-hour mountain bike rel¬ 
ays, Matt admits he is nervous as 
the challenge nears. 

He said: “At the moment I am 
not sure if I am more nervous or 
excited. 

“The main thing I am nervous 
about is the effects of the altitude. 

“I really do not know what to 
expect, but that is part of the 
adventure, and my love of the 
unexpected is a big part of what 


inspired me to take on this chall¬ 
enge.” 

He added: “I chose to raise 
money for EACH as I feel very for¬ 
tunate never to have had to call 
on their services, and I wanted to 
help children and families who 
are in a less fortunate position.” 

So far, Matt, business editor of 
science magazine Chemistry 
World, has raised over £500. 

More than 70 per cent of 
EACH’s annual budget of £5.8 
million comes from public 
support.

Residents win 
garages battle 


CONTROVERSIAL schemes 
to demolish lock-up garages 
and replace them with 
bungalows for wheelchair 
users have been rejected. 

Residents who opposed the plans 
in Newmarket have welcomed 
Forest Heath District Council’s 
decision to refuse planning 
permission. 

There was an outcry when Kings 
Forest Housing, part of the Flagship 
Housing Group, announced plans to 
demolish the garages at Millbank 
and Guineas Close, Newmarket. 

More than 40 garages were due to 
go at Millbank where four 
bungalows for wheelchair users 
were planned. 

Eight garages were due to have 
been demolished at Guineas Close 
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to make way for a single bungalow 
for a wheelchair user. 

Kings Forest said it had run out of 
suitable development sites in the 
town and had been approached by 
Suffolk County Council which 
wanted to find homes for people 
with learning disabilities who 
currently live in National Health 
Service homes. 

The new homes would include 24- 
hour care for the disabled residents. 

Kings Forest suggested that 
alternative parking spaces could be 
found for the vehicles which would 
no longer be able to use the lock-up 
garages. 

The housing association said a 
survey showed that some of the 


garages were not used for parking 
vehicles. 

But district council planners 
turned down the schemes on the 
grounds that they would increase 
pressure on parking on the streets 
and grass verges nearby and would 
be “detrimental to public and 
highway safety”. 

Both schemes were opposed by 
people living nearby - particularly 
those who rent the garages. 

Sandra Rippington, of Guineas 
Close, said: “I think the council’s 
decision is absolutely brilliant. 

“It was a ludicrous idea and if it 
had gone ahead people would have 
ended up parking on the grass and 
churning that up. 

“This is a nice quiet estate and we 
didn’t want that. 

She added: “It’s a good result.”

Warning after 
share scam 
victim loses 
£ 300,000 


A VICTIM of a 
share scam lost 
£300,000 and 
others believed to 
have been caught 
by a similar trick 
have lost thous¬ 
ands of pounds, it 
has been revealed. 

Suffolk police 
have issued a 
warning about the 
incidents, known 
as boiler room 
scams, after at least 
20 people in the 
county lost sub¬ 
stantial sums of 
money they paid 
for worthless 
shares. 

Officers from the 
county’s force are 
currently working 
with the Serious 
Fraud Office (SFO) 
as well as other 
police forces in the 
UK and abroad to 
bring to justice 
those behind the 
cons that can total 
millions of pounds. 

The Suffolk force 
has warned that 
people who already 
own legitimate 
shares could be 
targeted by trick¬ 
sters and could be 
left with worthless 
shares and no right 
to compensation. 

Detective Chief 
Inspector Steve 
Mattin said: “You 
may be approach¬ 
ed by phone, post, 
email or via the 
internet and 
offered cheap 
shares, a free gift, a 


discount on deal¬ 
ing charges or a 
free research report 
into a company 
you may already 
hold shares in. 

“Or you could 
receive a call from 
someone offering 
to buy your shares 
at a higher price 
than their market 
value and then be 
asked to pay a 
bond or security 
that they say you’ll 
get back if the sale 
doesn’t go ahead.” 

He added: “It 
may sound 

attractive but it is 
likely to be a scam 
and if they are not 
a regulated com¬ 
pany you have no 
way of getting your 
money back.” 

The police have 
warned that shares 
should only be 
bought through 
regulated com¬ 
panies listed on the 
Financial Services 
Authority (FSA) 
website at www. 
fsa.gov. uk/ register 

The FSA also has 
details of un¬ 
authorised firms 
and individuals 
and those sus¬ 
pected of operating 
scams.

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Contractor fined 
for cutting down 
the wrong tree 


A CONTRACTOR 
has been fined 
£800 for cutting 
down a protected 
tree. 

Michael Jones, 
29, admitted brea¬ 
ching a tree pres¬ 
ervation order 
when he cut down 
the horse chestnut 
in Newmarket on 
October 28 last 
year. 

Jones, from Irth- 
lingb o rough, 
Northamptonshire, 
was employed by 
developers to re¬ 
move trees from a 
site called Arbor- 
field, in Fordham 
Road, Newmarket. 

There had al¬ 
ready been com¬ 
plaints from resi¬ 
dents about the 
removal of trees. 

Magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds 
heard that the 
council had agreed 
that some trees 
could be cut down. 
But Jones mis¬ 
takenly cut down 
one which should 
have been allowed 
to remain. 

In addition to the 


fine, Jones was 
ordered to pay £180 
costs to Forest 
Heath District 
Council which 
brought the pros¬ 
ecution, and a £15 
victim surcharge. 

Magistrates 
could have im¬ 
posed a fine of up 
to £20,000. 

Cllr Rona Burt, 
the council’s mem¬ 
ber champion for 
regulatory services, 
said: “This case 
underlines the im¬ 
portance of deve¬ 
lopers ensuring 
that only trees 
authorised for fell¬ 
ing are actually 
removed and that 
the advice of the 
council should be 
listened to. 

“We hope that 
this will send a 
clear message that 
we will not hesitate 
to take action 
against breaches of 
regulatory control 
and that the coun¬ 
cil works hard to 
protect the appear¬ 
ance of our 
district.”

Police make fifth 
arrest after race 
workers clash 


A FIFTH man has 
been arrested by 
police investigating 
a clash between 
Asian workers in 
the horseracing 
industry. 

The latest arrest, 
last Thursday, was 
the third in a week 
as part of the 
investigation into 
an attack which left 
one man needing 
stitches to a head 
wound and two 
others needing 
hospital treatment. 

More than 20 
men are alleged to 
have been involved 
in the incident at 
flats in Wellington 
Street, Newmarket, 
on Tuesday, August 
18. The victims are 
reported to have 
been assaulted with 
sticks and a ham¬ 
mer. 

The attack is said 
to have been the 
result of tension 
between Indian 
and Pakistani wor¬ 
kers employed in 
the town’s horse¬ 
racing industry. 

Two men have 
already appeared in 
court charged with 


aggravated bur¬ 
glary, causing grie¬ 
vous bodily harm 
and causing actual 
bodily harm. They 
have been reman¬ 
ded in custody to 
appear at Ipswich 
Crown Court on 
Tuesday. 

A 31-year-old 
man was released 
on bail until Sep¬ 
tember 25 following 
his arrest on Tues¬ 
day, August 25. 

He has not been 
charged with any 
offence. 

A 24-year-old 
man arrested on 
Wednesday has also 
been released with¬ 
out charge. 

He was due to 
report back to Bury 
St Edmunds police 
station on Tuesday 
this week. 

The latest man to 
be arrested, a 25- 
year-old, was re¬ 
leased on bail after 
questioning on 
Thursday. 

He was also due 
to report back to 
the police at Bury St 
Edmunds on Tues¬ 
day. 


Racing leaders’ 
call on housing 


HORSE racing leaders 
have called for unity in 
the fight to keep New¬ 
market as the industry's 
“headquarters". 

Jockey Club Estates, which 
owns the thousands of acres 
of gallops and training 
grounds around the town, has 
come under fire for its plans 
for a new Racing Village 
housing scheme while 
opposing racehorse owner 
Lord Derby’s plans for 1,200 
new homes. 

Andrew Merriam, chairman 
of Jockey Club Estates, has 
said that the organisation 
maintains its support of 
planning policies which aim 
to protect the racing industry. 

He said, in a letter to the 
Weekly News : “Jockey Club 
Estates continues to defend 
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the racing-related planning 
policies, often referred to as 
the ‘Newmarket Charter,’ as 
stoutly as ever." 

Talks were continuing with 
Forest Heath District Council, 
the local planning authority, 
about strengthening the 
policies. 

“We are acutely aware of 
Newmarket’s traffic problems 
and of widespread concern 
about further residential 
development in the town,” he 
said. 

“If preventing one further 
house being built in 
Newmarket was an 
achievable goal we would 
lead the argument. 


Realistically, however, the 
best we can all aim for is a 
limitation exercise in terms of 
overall numbers and 
timescale.” 

He said Jockey Club 
Estates’ opposition to Lord 
Derby’s proposals to develop 
Hatchfield Farm, between the 
A14 and Fordham Road, was 
primarily on the grounds of 
the scale of the scheme. 

He suggested that smaller 
developments in the town 
might satisfy long-term 
planning requirement and 
bolster arguments against 
Hatchfield Farm. 

He said there was no 
contradiction with Jockey 
Club Estates’ plans to build a 
Racing Village of around 100 
homes off Hamilton Road, 
Newmarket. The scheme is 
intended to include homes 


for sale on the open market 
as well as homes for rent to 
people working in horse 
racing. 

But he said a formal 
application for planning 
permission would not be 
submitted until all comments 
about the proposal - which 
includes opposition from 
nearby residents and 
racehorse trainers - had been 
considered. 

“I am certain that New¬ 
market will retain and 
enhance its position as the 
world’s leading thoroughbred 
training centre,” he said. 
“However, we will only 
achieve this by working 
closely together and 
presenting a united front.”

Councillor quits 
before hearing 
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A COUNCILLOR has re¬ 
signed just two weeks 
before he was due to face a 
disciplinary hearing. 

Terry Waters branded the 
Adjudication Panel for England’s 
hearing next month a “kangaroo 
court” when he announced his 
resignation at a meeting of Forest 
Heath District Council’s planning 
committee last Wednesday. 

The hearing, due to take place 
at the Prior Hotel in Bury St 
Edmunds on Monday and 
Tuesday, was called following an 
investigation by the Standards 
Board into his involvement in a 
planning application made by his 
son fames. 

Forest Heath District Council 
was found guilty of maladmin¬ 
istration by the local government 
ombudsman after a complaint 
about the approval of fames 
Waters’ application to build 
houses on land at Beck Row. 

The ombudsman said the 
decision had “the appearance of

bias and favouritism”. 

But Terry Waters has 
maintained he had no influence 
over the decision and took no 
part in the meeting which voted 
to grant permission for his son’s 
development. 


He said his side of the story, 
which included complaints about 
the way council officials had 
acted, had been “totally 
disregarded”. 

He said: “I refuse to be ‘gagged’ 
and once you are suspended you 
cannot say anything. Do not 
think when I am no longer a 
councillor I will sit and be quiet. 
To the contrary, I will bring out 
the true facts so the public who 
elected me can make up their 
own minds.”

Racing centre 
must be united 

Sir, In recent months much has 
been said and written about 
various proposals for planning 
developments which could 
impact upon Newmarket and 
questions have been raised about 
the role and intentions of lockey 
Club Estates. 

One such example was the August 
edition of Owner & Breeder 
magazine, which ran a feature 
entitled ‘The end of the road for 
racing’s HQ?’ The contents of the 
article implied that Jockey Club 
Estates had somehow forsaken its 
historic role as guardian and 
champion of Newmarket’s racing 
interests. In light of what has been 
reported over the last few months, 
including Owner & Breeder, I 
would like to put the record 
straight. 

In accordance with The Jockey 
Club’s Royal Charter, Jockey Club 
Estates is legally obliged to 
reinvest its profits for the benefit 
of horseracing. In order to 
maximise what we invest in 
facilities in Newmarket, we 
actively explore ways to make the 
best use of our assets - like any 
other responsible private 
company. However, to undertake 
any project that conflicts with the 
interests of Newmarket as a 
training centre would be contrary 
to our raison d’etre. 

Jockey Club Estates continues to 
defend the racing-related 
planning policies often referred to 
as the Newmarket Charter, as 
stoutly as ever. 

We are opposing Lord Derby’s 
plans for Hatchfield Farm 
primarily on grounds of their 
scale. We do not oppose each and 
every residential development 
proposal on principle - unless 
they breach the Newmarket 
Charter. 

Ironically, sensible proliferation of 
smaller developments may satisfy 
long-term planning requirements 
for the town and actually help to 
bolster the arguments against 
Hatchfield Farm. 

Against this background, we see 
no contradiction in our own plans 
for a Racing Village development 
off the Hamilton Road. The 
Greenfield site on which we plan 
to build exclusively racing-related 
homes was allocated for housing 
in 1995. The first planning 
application for 70 houses was 
made five years ago in 2004 before 
either William Gittus or I was 
involved. 

As part of the consultation 
process for the Racing Village, and 
as with any planning application 
of this nature, we are looking very 
carefully at all the points raised in 
the hope that we can reach 
agreement on the project with all 
racing constituents in Newmarket. 
No formal planning application 
will be submitted until this 
process has been played out. 

I am certain that Newmarket will 
retain and enhance its position as 
the world’s leading thoroughbred 
training centre. 

We will only achieve this by 
working closely together and 
presenting a united front.

Mysterious 
lights seen 
in night sky 


MYSTERIOUS 
“lantern-shaped” 
lights have been 
reported to have 
been sighted in the 
night sky. 

The lights were spotted 
over Newmarket earlier 
this month and follow 
similar reports of orange 
lights in the sky over 
Cambridge and Meldreth 
at the end of July. 

The latest sighting, at 
about 12.15am on Sunday, 
August 16, was reported 
by a 38-year-old man who 
asked not to be identified, 
as he was walking home 
along Old Station Road, 
Newmarket, with his wife. 

He said: “There was big 
orange light like a huge 
lantern. It looked as if it 
was 300-400ft up. It was 
followed by others, one of 
which appeared to slow 
down to allow another to 
catch up.

“There were seven in all 
and they disappeared over 
the heath toward Moul¬ 
ton. We’re sceptics and we 
watched in wonderment. 

“We just wanted to 
know whether anyone 
else had seen them. 

“It was all over in 50 or 
60 seconds but I got a 
photo of one the lights on 
my phone. There wasn’t a 
breath of wind and there 
was no sound at all. It was 
spectacular.” 

The sighting came 
about three weeks after 
similar orange lights were 
spotted over Cambridge 
and Meldreth. 

In the Meldreth sighting 
a witness reported seeing 
seven orange lights 
heading east. 

Four lights were noted 
in the Cambridge 
sighting. 


Earlier in July, a Little 
Eversden resident told the 
Weekly News of seeing a 
blindingly bright white 
light in the sky and in June 
an “armada” of lights was 
reported hovering over 
Huntingdon. 

Suffolk police said they 
had no record of any 
reports of lights in the 
skies over Newmarket 
coinciding with the latest 
sighting. 

Earlier this month, 
details of UFO reports 
were released from 
Ministry of Defence files 
between 1981 and 1996. 

They included a 1993 
report from a resident 
living in the Ramsey area 
who said his father had 
watched a saucer-shaped 
“main ship” and two 
smaller craft. 

An MoD investigation 
concluded that the caller 
had seen a large military 
helicopter.

HE has walked

Dunwoody, who

But he is hoping that 
Lilia, a previous winner 
of Strictly with cricketer 
Darren Gough, will be 
able to teach him the 
moves to be a champion 
of the dance floor.

Butchers branch out into Welsh beef market 



WELSH cattle are being 
bred in the countryside 
near Newmarket. 

A Welsh Black beef 
herd is being established 
by Newmarket-based 
butchers Powters. 

Powters, better known 
for pork products and 
traditional Newmarket 
sausages, is branching 
out into beef production at 
its farm in Wickhambrook. 

Grant Powter, managing 
director, said: “This is 
some of the best beef 
available and is gaining 
popularity in London 
restaurants as a premium 
quality beef with marbled 
texture and succulent 
flavour. 

“We have decided to 
produce this ourselves to 
ensure consistent quality 
and supply, although 


amounts will be limited in 
the first two years of 
production while we 
convert the farm to 


organic status and build 
up the breeding herd. 

“We have purchased 
cattle from Wales which 


we have reared on our 
own grassland whilst we 
start breeding our own 
calves from the cows due 


to calve next spring. 

“This has involved an 
exciting year of attending 
livestock sales and 
markets in Llandovery to 
purchase stock, including 
a prize pedigree bull and a 
herd of heifers from 
Pembrokeshire. 

“The Welsh Black 
breed is one of Britain’s 
oldest native breeds and 
was chosen for its ability 
to fatten on grass, without 
additives or cereal-based 
concentrates. 

He added: “This makes 
it ideal for a low input 
organic system which is 
sustainable and 
environmentally friendly.” 

The first meat from the 
cattle is due to go on sale 
later this month. 


Scheme 
for office 
block is 
rejected 

PROPOSALS to 
convert an office 
block into flats 
have been rejected. 

Forest Heath 
district councillors 
refused planning 
permission for the 
conversion of 
Waterwitch House, 
in Exeter Road, 
Newmarket, where 
currently only one 
business is using a 
small part of the 
three-storey block. 

The developers, 
Merry Bond Prop¬ 
erties, told council 
planners that 
extensive market¬ 
ing had not 
succeeded in attra¬ 
cting new tenants. 

However Dave 
Beighton, district 
council planner, 
said, in his report 
to councillors, that 
the scheme would 
lead to a loss of 
employment opp¬ 
ortunities and the 
block should re¬ 
main available to 
provide jobs. 

He also argued 
that the 14 flats - 
11 one-bedroom 
and three two- 
bedroom - plan¬ 
ned was not the 
best use of space in 
a building.

Half the students had five or 
more A* to C grades and 43 per 
cent had the higher grades 
including English and maths. 

But just nine per cent had A 
and A* grades.

Mildenhall College of 
Technology reported a record 87 
per cent of students achieving 
five A* to C grades.

V ICKY Ford 

exudes an un¬ 
questionable 
air of efficiency. As I 
made arrangements 
on the telephone to 
meet the 41-year- 
old mother-of-three, 
who in June became 
the first woman 
Conservative MEP 
to represent the East 
of England region, 
her time manage¬ 
ment skills were 
impressive. 

Vicky suggested 
meeting me at the 
Conservative Association 
Hardwick offices 
followed by a trip to the 
Backs for photographs at 
her old university 
stomping ground, Trinity, 
leaving a wafer-thin 15- 
minute gap between 
leaving Hardwick, driving 
to Cambridge and 
parking. 

I confess I had my 
doubts and wondered if 
Mrs Ford was familiar 
with the perils of parking 
in Cambridge. As it 
happened, we made it, 
on schedule, parking 
with ease, only adding to 
Vicky Ford’s impressively 
efficient aura. 

In the flesh Vicky is 
smart, stylish, 
professional but friendly 
and very busy. She 
appears to be constantly

on the move, which she 
mostly is, either 
dropping off her three 
children at school in 
Cambridge, sprinting 
across St Pancras to catch 
the Eurostar to Brussels, 
meeting local MPs to 
identify issues she will 
carry to Europe or 
rushing home to 
Balsham, near Linton, 
where she lives. 

She is a prolific list 
writer and blogger who, I 
imagine, is accomplished 
at getting the most out of 
every working minute. 

“The biggest challenge 
is juggling time,” she 
says, arriving at the 
modern, window-fronted 
Conservative office, 
where Andrew Lansley 
and Robert Sturdy are 
already based. It’s a fresh 
and modern building 
which, architecturally, 
neatly represents the 
new political buzzword, 
“transparency”. “I hope 
there is space here for me 
but we’ll have to see,” she 
adds. 

Cambridge has 
featured in Vicky Ford’s 
family for many years 
and she is the third 
generation to study at the 
university, where she 
read maths and 
economics. 

“It’s a very strange 


story that brought me 
back to Cambridgeshire. 
My grandmother was a 
grocer’s daughter from 
Swaffham and the first 
person in the family to go 
to university. 

“She went to 
Cambridge back in the 
days when girls went to 
Girton. She met my 
grandfather, who was 
studying engineering at 


King’s, and they left 
university just before the 
war, to be missionaries in 
India. My mother was 
born in India and they 
came back at the 
beginning of the war and 
my mother then came to 
Cambridge University 
where she read medicine 
at Girton and met my 
father, who also read 
medicine, but at Trinity. 


“They went to live in 
Northern Ireland after 
they trained as doctors 
because my father had 
fallen in love with the 
country as a teenager. 
That’s where I grew up. 
And then I came back to 
go to Cambridge.” 

Vicky is married to 
Hugo Ford, a consultant 
oncologist at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital whom 


she met, through friends, 
at the end of her time at 
Trinity. 

After graduating, Vicky 
worked in banking in 
London for 14 years, 
mostly with JP Morgan, 
advising companies, 
governments and central 
banks internationally, 
before returning to 
Cambridge when Hugo 
took up his post at 


Addenbrooke’s in 2003. 

“I had a lovely plan,” 
smiles Vicky. “When 
Hugo started working as 
a consultant I thought I 
would become a full¬ 
time mum and just do 
that.” 

But things did not go 
quite to plan. “There is 
no harder work than 
being a mum but I 
needed to do more and I

had always, at the back of 
my mind, wanted to get 
involved in politics.” 

Growing up in 
Northern Ireland as the 
child of two English 
doctors in the middle of 
the Troubles shaped that 
interest. Her parents 
worked for reconciliation 
across the Catholic and 
Protestant divide. 

Vicky’s father died in an 
accident during her last 
year in primary school. 
Her mother, who is now 
70, works for the charity 
Victims of Torture. 

One of three children, 
Vicky says she knew she 
really wanted to get 
involved in politics after 
9 /11. “I was working on 
the 46th floor of the 
Canary Wharf tower. You 
felt under threat and 
realised the decisions 
being made by politicians 
really impacted on you 
and your family. It was a 
decision to want to give 
back and get 
involved.” 

Her political 
interest was 
encouraged when, in 
2004, she was asked 
to stand for the local 
council. She was not 
elected and a year 
later she stood in the 
General Election as 
the Conservative 
candidate in 
Birmingham 
Northfield. In 2005, 

Vicky was elected as 
councillor for 
Balsham ward and 
she held the 
portfolio for 
community 
development for South 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council from 2006-7 and 
became finances and 
resources portfolio holder 
in 2007, only stepping 
down this April to set her 
sights on Europe. 

She thinks her political 
leanings may have 
emerged during the 
winter of discontent in 
the late 1970s, when she 
was 10, and lived in 
London, experiencing 
electricity blackouts, 
eating tea by candlelight 
and seeing rubbish pile 
up on the streets. 

“You saw it wasn’t 
working,” Vicky recalls. 
“But I am not another 
Margaret Thatcher. I am 
more the Winston 


Churchill type - getting 
the whole country 
moving together. That’s 
what we need to do 
again.” 

She hopes, during her 
initial five-year term as 
an MEB to play a part in 
getting local, national 
and international politics 
working together more 
efficiently and allowing 
more decisions to be 
made by local people 
rather than central 
government. 

Both her banking and 
political careers have 
been spent in male- 
dominated arenas so 
Vicky is used to being a 
minority. There are 
currently 25 Conservative 
MEPs and six are women. 
Before the election there 
was only one. 

“I don’t think that 
women should receive 
positive discrimination. I 
didn’t need positive 
discrimination to go to 


Cambridge to read maths 
where there were 50 boys 
and four girls in the year. I 
didn’t need it to get on in 
the City. But we need to 
have more women in 
politics,” says Vicky. “I do 
think women have a 
different way of working. 
It’s not true all the time 
but, in my experience, 
there is a level of 
practicality and a 
different way of 
negotiating. 

“I was talking to my 11- 
year-old daughter at 
breakfast this morning. 
She’s a linguist, has 
always wanted to be an 
archaeologist and is 
fascinated by history. She 
has been given the 
chance to learn Greek 


and she said to me: 'But 
mummy there are only 
going to be two girls in 
this group’. I said: ‘Grow 
up’. There are going to be 
circumstances which are 
not 50/50, no matter how 
much you would like 
them to be.” 

Vicky’s new role means 
being away from her 
family for three days a 
week. She stresses the 
importance of remaining 
grounded and says she 
could not do any of it 
without the support of 
her husband and 
children. 

“You need your other 
half to sound ideas off. 
That’s Hugo. He’s a very 
calm person.” 

Every mother knows 
that combining work and 
running a family is not 
easy and Vicky says she is 
going to need help. 

“I have been 

enormously lucky that in 
our lovely village I’ve had 
three young student 
friends who help me 
out during the 
summer holidays. I 
set that up before the 
election. I have to say 
I do have someone 
fantastic who comes 
and cleans on a 
Monday morning. You 
are juggling. 

“Taking this job on 
now means I will have 
to have a more 
permanent nanny for 
the children. They 
need to have that 
constant mother 
figure. But until now I 
have relied on after¬ 
school clubs; there is 
lots of sharing on 
school runs and it’s more 
of a mum and dad thing 
now.” 

She still tries to make 
time to play the 
saxophone, which Hugo 
bought her as a 40th 
birthday present, watch 
him play cricket for 
Balsham and enjoy her 
“most precious evening” 
singing with the Balsham 
Singers choir. 

Having just secured her 
political place in Europe, 
Vicky isn’t thinking 
further ahead than her 
five-year date with 
Brussels: “Perhaps I will 
plant a plum tree in the 
garden and see if it will 
produce plums. 

“I think that’s enough 
for now.”

Restaurant 
worker jailed 
over fake ID 


AN illegal immigrant 
who got into the UK 
with a fake passport 
and was caught 
working in a 
Cambridgeshire 
restaurant has been 
jailed. 

Mashuk Ahmed should 
be deported back to 
Bangladesh at the end of 
his eight-month sentence, 
a judge at Cambridge 
Crown Court ruled. 

Sara Walker, pros¬ 
ecuting, said 39-year-old 
Ahmed had been chall¬ 
enged by an immigration 
officer while he worked at 
the Ali Taj restaurant in 
Soham, on August 20. 

Ahmed gave the officer 
a different name and said 
he was born in 1978, 
producing a Bangladeshi 
passport to support his

claim. 

But checks revealed his 
true age and identity, and 
it turned out the passport 
had been altered by inser¬ 
tion of Ahmed’s photo in 
place of the original 
holder. 

Miss Walker said 
Ahmed quickly owned up 
and told officials he had 
got into the country 
illegally on fuly 4. 

She said: “He said it was 
a stupid mistake driven by 
his desperation to enter 
the UK.” 

Ahmed admitted 

possession of a false 
identity document with 
intent. 

Charles Snelling, 

mitigating, said Ahmed 
had come to the UK to 


raise money to pay for the 
care of his ill mother in 
Bangladesh. 

He bought the fake 
passport for £5,000 and 
had only managed to pay 
back £3,500 so far, so will 
have to pay back more 
cash when he gets home. 

Mr Snelling added: “His 
mother is still unwell and 
he is keen to be deported 
to look after her as soon as 
possible.” 

Judge Jonathan 
Haworth said Ahmed 
would serve half his 
prison term before being 
deported, adding: “Those 
who purchase false 
passports create diffi¬ 
culties in the identifi¬ 
cation of people and in 
travel documentation, 
and it is this court’s duty 
to preserve the integrity of 
such documents.” 


Hospital fence 
approved 

A NEW 13ft mesh fence 
can be put up around a 
secure hospital which 
treats patients detained 
under the Mental Health 
Act. 

Planners have agreed 
that the fence - nearly 
twice the height of an 
existing close-boarded 
fence - can go up at 
Beech House in Fordham 
Road, Newmarket. 

The hospital, which has 
up to 36 patients, is 
privately-run and takes 
patients who are the 
subject of court 
detention orders.

Forcing bulbs for 
the festive season 


I t’s difficult to think about 
Christmas as early as 
August, but if you want 
to force hyacinths to bring 
their sweet-scented 
fragrance and colour to the 
festive table, you need to do 
it now. 

Garden centres will now be selling 
prepared hyacinths which have 
undergone heat treatment to 
bring them on early. 

Buy the biggest bulbs you can find 
and plant them in containers, 
putting broken tiles or crocks in 
the bottom and adding a thick 
layer of moss in the bottom of the 
pot to stop stagnant water from 
accumulating. You can also plant 
them in specially-prepared bulb 
fibre with good drainage to 
improve your chances of success. 
Place the bulbs close to one 
another but not touching, with 
their crowns just visible above the 
surface. Take care with watering if 
you use bowls without drainage 
holes, which you may want to 
stand on furniture at Christmas 
without staining the surface. 

With all indoor bulbs, they need to 
fill the container with roots before 
the leaves start to grow, which will 
take between 10 and 14 weeks and 
is best achieved in moist, dark, 
cool conditions. Keep the bowls of 
bulbs in a spot where the 
temperature does not rise above 
7-9C, such as a garage or frost-free 
shed. 

If the temperature goes too high 
during this period, the leaves will 
emerge too long and lanky If the 
root system isn’t able to develop, 
you may not get flowers.

After planting and watering, wrap 
the bowls in sheets of newspaper 
and put them in the coolest shed 
or room, or place them outdoors 
against a north wall, covering 
them with 15cm of composted 
bark, sand or soil, in a procedure 
known as plunging. 

When the flower shoots start to 
emerge and are around 3cm long, 
bring them into the light but still 
keep them cool and check the 
compost, which should be moist 
but never waterlogged. 

When the flowers start to colour 
and open, bring them into a 
warmer atmosphere in the house, 
at around 18C. If you have 
planted up a few containers, 
stagger bringing them in to 
prolong the flowering period. The 
ones in the cooler environment 
will remain quite happily at an 
earlier stage until they are 
exposed to more warmth. 

Forcing bulbs doesn’t come 
without its problems. 

Central heating can be an 
obstacle as it shortens the life of 
the flowers. It helps if you can 
place the containers outside from 
time to time to give them a breath 
of cold air, and it may prolong 
flowering. You are also likely to

have to stake them with pea sticks 
and string. 

Good containers for hyacinths 
include wicker baskets which you 
can line with plastic, or big china 
wash bowls. Another good idea is 
to plant each bulb in its own 
individual pot, around 1cm wider 
and 2.5cm deeper than the bulb. 
That way when the flowers start to 
open you can select all those at 
exactly the same stage to be put - 
pot and all - into your chosen 
larger decorative container, which 
you can then top with moss for an 
authentic-looking display 
Good varieties for forcing include 
Hyacinthus orientalis ‘Jan Bos’, 
which is a deep-pink type whose 
flower spikes are not so huge that 
they may stay upright without 
much staking, and the soft pink 
‘Anna Marie’. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

- Sedum 

This reliable perennial, also 
known as the ice plant because 
they feel cold when you touch the 
succulent foliage on a warm day is 
perfect at the front of the late- 
summer border. 

Its flowers, in a variety of shades 
from white to shocking pink, 
attract butterflies and bees and 
begin to colour in late summer. 
Some types have seedheads which 
look good in winter, too. 

Most sedums like well-drained soil 
in a sunny spot, and may suffer 
from stem rot if the soil is 
continually wet in summer. 
Sedums create autumn interest 
when combined with asters and 
ornamental grasses. 

They grow to about 60cm and do 
well if lifted and divided every few 
years. 

Good varieties include S ‘Autumn 
Joy’, which produces flat heads of 
salmon-pink to coppery red from 
August to November, or S 
spectabile ‘Brilliant’, which bears 
dark, rich pink flowers and grows 
to just 25cm. 

If you want a break from the 
traditional grey-green foliage, try S 
telephium subspecies maximum 
‘Atropurpureum’, which has purple 
leaves and sprays of pink flowers. 
GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 

- Prune summer-fruiting 
raspberries 

Raspberries are extremely easy to 
prune and if done correctly will 
lead to better cropping in future 
years. They grow on a two-year 
cycle - the canes grow one 
summer, then fruit the next. The 
secret is to prune all the canes 
which have fruited, leaving the 
new ones which haven’t for the 
following season. 

Once you have picked and eaten 
all the raspberries you can, cut all 
the old fruited canes down to 
2.5cm (lin) above ground level. 
You can identify the old canes as 
their tops have a cluster of short 
sideshoots still showing the brown 
leaves where you picked the fruit. 
Tie in the new canes which haven’t 
fruited but have grown this 
summer to horizontal wires 
spaced around 15cm (6in) apart. If 
a lot of new canes have emerged, 
thin them out leaving the 
strongest ones 15cm (6in) apart.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
